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Fran Johnson severely burned 
in early morning fire 


A 16-year-old North Wilmington girl 
is in critical, but stable condition as 
the result of a Saturday morning fire 
in which she is credited with saving 
the lives of her brother and his friend. 

Francine Johnson of 45 High St. is in 
the intensive care section of the 
Bartlett Burns Center of the Peter 
Bent Brigham Hospital, with second 
and third degree burns on nearly 80 
per cent of her body. 

She awoke shortly after 5 a.m. 
Saturday to find her second-floor 
bedroom engulfed in flames. Fleeing 
her room, she stopped long enough to 
kick open the door to her brother 
Mare’s bedroom, screaming to wake 
Mare and a friend, Steven Keith. She 
then fled to the first floor, screaming, 
waking her parents Harry and Nicki 
Johnson and her older brother Frank. 

While Mr, Johnson wrapped Fran in 
towels, Mrs. Johnson phoned for help, 
reaching the police department. 

Sgt. Jay Palmer was in North 
Wilmington Center, a half mile from 
the scene when the call came in. He 
was the first to arrive at the fire. He 
said that he saw Francine sitting on 
the steps of the house next door, and 
that he thought she was a spectator 
until he noticed that her hair was sing- 
ed. Then he observed that she was in

The Johnson family has been stay- 
ing with friends since the fire, hoping 
to secure a trailer to live in while 
their home is repaired.

A touch of class 
leaves with Fred 


Sports Editor's note; Town Crier 
correspondent Larry McGrath has 
known and worked with coach 
Bellissimo for six years. McGrath 
describes his feelings on the WHS 
coach's resignation:

The last of the old school coaches at 
Wilmington High School has resigned. 

After 22 years of prowling the 
Sidelines Fred Bellissmo last Wednes- 
day night called it quits. Citing only 
Personal reasons, Bellissimo closed 
out an era that might never be match- 
ed at Wilmington. 

It will seem rather strange seeing 
Fred raking leaves on a fall afternoon 
instead of moving up and down the 
practice field or putting his charges 
through wind sprints to close out yet 
another practice. 

What most people ‘saw on Saturday 
afternoon was a small part and 
probably the most misunderstood part 
of the whole high school football 
operation. From the last week in 
August to the Saturday after 
‘Thanksgiving, football is a seven-day 
a week job. 

The job that sometimes looks easy 
on Saturday takes many hours of 
dedication during the week. A loss 
come Saturday and it seems as though 
a whole week's work has been wasted. 

Say what you will - the man's 
records and teams speak for 
themselves. Coach Bellissimo isn't a 

politician - just a coach who only con- 
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cerned himself with the job of 
Wilmington football. He took a Class 
“D" team and moved it up to a “B* 
Division club. Although the numbers 
say Division III Wilmington competes 
with schools with far more students 
and much bigger football programs. 

Through the power teams of the ear- 
ly and late 60's, Bowen, Esposito, ete 
and into the 70’s, the only thing that 
changed with Bellissimo was his gray- 
ing hair. Hard work, preparation, 
desire and organization held true then 
and hold true even now. If you worked 
with him all week, come Saturday 
you'd probably have a better insight 
into the what-if's, how come’s, what 
went right and what went wrong 

His class came through again with 
the recent developments at the high 
school. He had applied for the athletic 
director's job and quite naturally, was 
disappointed when he wasn’t selected. 

There could be many factors in- 
volved, such as the feeling that 
today's athlete isn't the same as when 
he first came on the Wilmington 
scene; the declining population at the 
high school while other area teams 
continue to grow; and maybe a host of 
others. 

Bellissimo has many coaching 
years left in him and it wouldn't sur- 
prise me if another school shows an 
interest before next season. 

A touch of coaching class has left 
with the departure of Bellssimo from 
the WHS ranks. 


Former Wilmington High football coach Fred

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Wilmington High School football 
coach Fred Bellissimo submitted a 
formal letter of resignation-to the 
School committee last Wednesday 
night after 22 years at the helm of the 
tradition-laden Wildcats. The com- 
mittee has not read the letter as yet, 
but it is likely that it will be read 
come the next regular meeting April 
12.

The 48-year-old Bellissimo began 
his* coaching career at Wilmington 
High School in, 1956 after graduating 
from Belmont High School and the 
University of Notre Dame. He played 
football, basketball, and baseball at 
Belmont before moving to the 
Fighting Irish with whom he played 
football and baseball while helping to 
coach the school’s baseball team. He 
graduated with a degree in physical 
education from Notre Dame in 1954 
before taking a job as a physical 
education instructor at the Waltham 
Boys Club. He originally lived in Bel-

mont before bowing to Wilmington. 

The veteran Wildcat leader com- 
piled a 121-62-15 record in his 22 years 
as the school’s football coach. His 
1960, 61, 70 and 72 teams were un- 
defeated with the Wildcats rolling up 
a 23 game unbeaten streak in the 
years through 1960-63. The Cats won 
Class C titles in 1967 and 70 and were 
the small school champs in 1962, They 
were also the Division I1Ichamps in 
1970. Bellissimo's teams won seven 
titles - the last being the Merrimack 
Valley Conference co-championship In 
1976. Other championship years for 
Wilmington High School football were 
1972, 1970, 1968, 1967, 1962 and 1961. 
Last year was Bellissimo’s first losing 
season (45-1) in 12 autumns. 


Bellissimo's plans are to remain as 
a physical education instructor at 
Wilmington High School. Speculation 
will now start as to who will be his 


coaching successor.

The bottom line - Bellissimo was a winner

The man coached winning football 
teams - consistently. Consistently at 
a school that for years had been 
dwarfed by other schools in terms of 
total enrollment. Yet he was often the 
subject of criticism coming from 
players, fans, and the opposing 
coaches who thought that he might 
have run up the score just a bit 
against their teams over the years 
when he knew he was capable of doing 
it 

Fred Bellissimo, head football 
coach at Wilmington High School for 
22 years and a member of the “old 
school” of coaching thought, posted 
his written letter of resignation last 
week to bring to an end a career 
coaching record that will most likely 
stand up for his lifetime. 

Bellissimo was grulf, often dow- 
nright rude - but he really didn't give a 
damn if he was liked. He was there to 
win football games and to give the 
Wilmington High School athlete a shot 
at success. Considering his coaching 
style I was surprised that he chose to 
bow out so quietly 

He refused comment when a Town 
Crier correspondent called him last 
week, saying only that he felt that 
after 22 years he had had enough. He 
talked it over with his family and the 
decision was made. You cai 
speculate as to his reasons why - but 
won't until he chooses to talk about 
the reasons why he called it quits - if 
he ever does. I have my hunches, but 
I don't dare risk the wrath of a man 
whom I always respected as a football 
coach of the highest quality 

I played for him once - that being in 
the 1972 All-Star game when it was 
still a battle between the Lowell stars 
and an MVC contingent. My first im- 
pression at the initial practice session 
for the game was - this guy was 
organized and he was from the “do it 
this way because I'm the boss,” 
school. Coach Bellissimo didn’t 
appear to be open to suggestions. He 
listened however, and he didn’t miss 
much when it came down to winning 
or losing a football game. If memory 
serves me we practiced for two weeks 
before playing Lowell and pounding 
out a 32-0 win. For an All-Star group 
we were well prepared. The late Raf 
Riddick. didn't particularly care for 
the score that helped alter the game's 
format to affect.more balance. It was 
a lopsided score with the winners hay- 
ing the horses. What could Bellissimo 
do but play everyone - and everyone 
played well to account for the final 
score. Bellissimo just won games - 
Period - that’s the bottom line. He'd 
grind you or finesse you to death if 
that's what it took to win. He helped

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put Wilmington High Schoo! football 
on the map with the help of many fine 
gridiron athletes who came down the 
Wildcat pike. 

People have criticized the football 
team as being too important in 
Wilmington. ‘The reason that. the 
sport gained such support was that the 
sporting society says win - and when 
you do win the sport picks up interest 
When you don't win they label you a 
loser and a replacement with fresh 
winning ideas is knocking on the 
athletic director's door for that all- 
important interview that could land 
him your job. Bellissimo took a hand- 
ful of moderately talented players 
who were outweighed by many teams 
in the late 1950's and began molding a 
winning spirit that typified the Wild- 
cat teams throughout the 60's and 
70's. 

In 1956, Bellissimo’s first year at 
the helm, the team twin a. 1e 
in seven tries. rege Tater they 
went undefeated and were Lowell 
Suburban Champs. The little school in 
Wilmington had come of age. They. 
wouldn't stop coming for most of the 
1960's - the exception being a brief 
slump in the years 1964 and 1965. In 
1962 they were 9-0 and champs again. 

The the rebuilding road was rough 
until 1966 when the team was 6-2 and 
the next year Bellissimo spotted a 
freshman who would help him put 
Wilmington (and the name Esposito) 

‘En the lips of many college recruiters 
four years later. ~ 

In 1967 freshman Mike Espositc 
wore number 85 and played end while 
erasing Chelmsford’s Arnie 
Hulzberg’s record with 20 point after 
touchdowns. 

The team was 8-0-0 and ready for a 
four year period where they went 31-3- 
1. Bellissimo's reputation as a win- 
ning coach was firmly established 
around not only the Merrimack 
Valley, but Massachusetts as well. 

‘The Wildcats were MVC co-champs 
with Dracut in the first year of the 
conference in 1968 - a year when they 
marched to an 8-1-0 record. Only an 
upset by Tewksbury on Thanksgiving 
morning the next year kept the team 
from another title. They finished at 6- 
2-1 in 1969 before the team that could 
arguably be called the best in 

Bellissimo’s reign romped to a title. 
The 1970 club piled up a 9-0-0 record 
and rolled to’the MVC championship 
behind Esposito’s record-breaking

season that broke Swampscott’s half- 
back Dick Jauron's career scoring 
record (450 points), and a rock-ribbed 
defense. It wasn't unusual to see 
Espo wind his way through opposing 
defenses for 20 or 30 points per 
game. Bellissimo had that offensive 
weapon that every coach’ dreams 
about. He also had the tough 
Wilmington kids who seemed to feel 
right at home with his disciplinary 
coaching style that was par for the 
gridiron course during the 1960's when 
a portly fellow in Green Bay was win- 
ning NFL championships with his own 
well planned style of sweet execution 
and conditioning through mild forms 
of torture. 

In 1971 the team slumped to 5-3-1, 
but Bellissimo gained a measure of 
revenge for Tewksbury's upset in 1969 
when his Cats battled the Redmen to a 
0-0 standoff in the mud at the Center 
School Field! The tie*prevented us - 


and)l say us because t was # tacifle on 


that team- from grabbing a piece of 
the MVC title. The next year another 
great Bellissimo team (9-0-0) rolled to 
the title with the Turkey Day game 
being a 13-8 squeaker over Tewksbury 
after we had held an 8-0 lead into the 
fourth quarter. I'll never forget the 
frustration of losing to a team - and a 
coach I respected so much, but I knew 
we could beat if we executed perfect- 
ly. 

This is not simply post-resignation 
respect either. I did respect Fred and 
teams did have to execute flawlessly 
to top the Wildcats in their best years. 

You made a mistake and bant - they 
were all over you. The 1972 team 
capitalized on opponents’ flubs all 
year with a clawing defense that was 
one of the school’s best. We fumbled _ 
twice - the Wildcats scored. twice 
Chalk up another loss to Wilmington's 
killer instinct that was more than 
slightly due to Bellissimo’s coaching 
personality. Any good coach will cor- 
rect mistakes with good instruction, 
but Fred was more like a drill instruc- 
tor, teaching boys to be men while 
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barking out Saturday's game plan in a 
style that became synonymous with 
Wilmington football. 

Bellissimo and his team fought the 
rising Andover football tide in the 
years following the 1972 title. The 1973 
season was a success by normal foot- 
ball standards at 7-2-0, but for the 
Wilmington football fans who had 
grown accustomed to dominance 
often times second place was a big let- 
down. That Wilmington club was a 
strong team as its 340 Turkey Day 
embarassment handed to Tewksbury 
attests. Thank God I had graduated 
that summer. I was saved from 
another beating at the hands of yet 
another Bellissimo coached team that 
just kept coming at you, pile-driving 
its way to a win when a pass could 
have been so much subtler, 

Subtelty was not one of Bellissimo's 
qualities - except last week when peo- 
ple in Tewksbury and ‘surrounding 
‘MVC towns were ‘whisperingy ‘did 
you hear about Fred resigning?" It 
was unusual for a man who coached 
boys so aggressively to bow out so 
quietly aiid peacefully, without the 
least bit of fanfare that a coach of 22 
years is entitled to. 

His last three autumns at the helm 
were a tribute to his coaching style 
and the kids who adapted td it 
Without one of the best gridiron 
teachers in the state (assistant Bob 
Aylward who had taken the 
Tewksbury job) Bellissimo 
his coaching st/nf and finished 48-3 in 
1974 with a team that had some 
promising sophomores on the rise. 

Bellissimo's ability to cope with 
raw, but talented sophs who were still 
learning was put to test over three 
years-and it paid off handsomely with 
people like Jim Stewart, 
Sferrazza, Dave Rounds and Gordie 
Fitch triggering another Wildcat title 
run in 1976. 

The 5-2-2 mark of 1975 was not good 
enough to match Andover who 
appeared ready to be the new domi- 
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nant force in the Merrimack Valley.

Business as usual in Wilmington. * 
The team dropped a 20-12 decision 
to Lynn Classical in the Super Bowl 
game - the last batile for the outstan- 
ding crop of seniors who had blossom- 
ed in three years under Bellissimo. 
Last year the young Wildcats were 4- 
. 5-1 and local critics proclaimed the 
offense to be too conservative with the 
‘team being shutout three times and 
* scoring just one touchdown on three 
_ other occasions. The first sub-.500 
*" ‘season since 1965 was a disappoint- 
‘ment to the locals who have come to 


expect so much of WHS football, but 
the truth of the matter was that last 
fall was the first stage of a rebuilding 
Process similar to 1974, 

It’s true that Wilmington doesn't 
have the large numbers of talented 
male athletes (or female athletes for 
that matter) to draw from as does 
Cheisford or Billerica. The Lions 
have a male enrollment of 1062 while 
Billerica has 897 boys enrolled: 
Wilmington’s 436 ranks above only 
Dracut (426) and Lawrence (393) in 
male totals.’ There are intangible fac- 
tors that make up the difference 
between a winner and a loser, 
however. Bellissimo was one of those 
intangibles. The Wilmington athletes 
are the other. I do not believe that 
Bellissimo resigned because he felt 
that he didn’t have a chance to build a 
winning football team again because 
of the numbers game. That situation 
would never be enough to 
Fred - whose confidence in his ability 
to coach a winner was so great that he 
probably thought that he could have 
fought a draw against the rising 
enrollment tide around the con- 
ference. 

Often times a draw is not good 
enough-especially when you have a 
winning tradition that at times may 
seem more of a haunt than an added 
bonus. Whomever fills the coaching 
vacancy at Wilmington High can be 
sure that he will be walking in the 
shadow of the winning tradition es- 
tablished by Bellissimo. 


Like him or not. Damn him or 
praise him as a high school Lombardi. 
Whether you liked his style or not - 
the man is a hell of a high school 
football coach

Relief is coming for the long- 
suffering people along Route 129 said 
Rep. James Miceli to the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, at its Tues- 
day noon luncheon. 

“"L won't repeat the old saw about 
our being mapped to death'' was his 
opening remark. He then proceeeded 

' to lay out, in progression, the changes 
that are coming in the planning of 
Route 129 and of other projects. 

Miceli told his listeners that he has 
been in to the Department of Public 
Works offices at least once a week 
ever since he became a Represen- 
tative. The Environmental impact 
survey, which has been the reason for 
much of the delay, is now being 
printed, Miceli said, and will be 
available in a week or two 

‘The hearing on the Route 129 bypass 
will be within a year, he promised. 

‘There are several items he men- 
tioned as having priority - a traffic 
light at West Street and Route 129, 
together with some unspecified relief 
for traffic problems, and a new plan 
for Route 62 at Burlington Avenue 
were two things that Miceli promised 
would be completed in three to three 
and a half years. The new West Street 
plans, he said, were “now on the 
drawing boards." 

Referring to the new Lake Street 
bridge, Miceli said he was surprised 
to learn, when he became a Represen- 
tative, that all planning for the bridge 
had been dropped. It was because the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
had been active on the subject that 
planning for a new bridge was started. 

He learned that the plans for the 
B&M railroad bridges, from 
Wilmington to Billerica, had taken 
priority. The idea was to reduce the 
number of bridges, but Miceli said, 
the Lake Street bridge is again on the 
drawing boards, and he expects to see 
it built before fall. 

The Butters Row bridge, in 
Wilmington, was also spoken of, by 
Miceli. He had been working with the 
DPW on the problems of that bridge. 
He learned a couple-of weeks ago that 
the street was closed, because of the

Miceli also discussed Woburn and 
Tewksbury highway problems, 
relative to the State Department of 
Public Works. 

Any exit, in the near future, onto 
Route 93 from the Dascomb Road - 
Route 125 area, is now a dead duck, 
Miceli declared. He said that he and 
the Tewksbury representative (Jay 
Gaffney) had been in to discuss the 
problems with the DPW, and had been 
told that it would be some years 
before any exit could be made from 
the area of Wilmington - Tewksbury - 
Andover. 

Woburn, Miceli declared, has a 


Rep. Bill Shaughnessey of Woburn had 
been the problems with the 
state DPW. He hopes that he and Mr. 
Sha will be able to sit down 
together, to discuss the problem. 

The Woburn In ustrial Park 
problem, Miceli said, “Exceeds our 
own." If he and Shaughnessey can 
work together, he hopes an answer 
can be found. There are some big 
problems regarding traffic at the 
Woburn - Wilmington line that have to 
be solved. He hopes that a solution 
can be found, together with a solution 
for an enlarged traffic circle at Route 
129 and 93. 

The Woburn thinking, Miceli said, is 
that they will be able to find a way out, 
of Woburn Industrial Park through 
Wilmington.

Miceli discussed, briefly, court 
reform, the county hospital, and tax 
relief.

He related that it was only a month 
before he got himself involved in the 
question of county costs, and his first 
talk, on the floor, was on that subject.
